“cybernoir detective story”) led her 
expect high-tech presentation that 
made use modern computer tech- 
nology. She then characterized the 
technology used the show 
more advanced than “recorded audio 
(on cassette),” and the two-person 
band stage using nothing more 
than “distortion pedals technology 
that’s been around for third 
century.” Unfortunately, she did not 
make any effort ascertain what 
technology was used. 

Actually, the prerecorded voice- 
overs were produced Macintosh- 
based digital audio workstation with 
hard-disk storage and were processed 
with DSP (digital signal processing) 
software create the effect differ- 
ent voices.

And although Kerry has said that “commercial 
interests” have not played part his 
views Burma, does bear noting that former 
Kerry staffer Frances Zwenig executive director 
the Burma-Myanmar Forum, which gets chunk 
its funding from companies doing business 
Burma. Another old Kerry friend and associate, 
Thomas Vallely now with the Harvard institute for 
constructive engagement. Indeed, Vallely has 
publicly said that Nobel Peace Prize recipient and 
Burmese opposition leader Aung San Suu 
for sanctions against the ruling government 
“wrong.” 

handling the Burma issue has been “at 
best disappointing,” says Simon Billenness 
Franklin Research and Development, Boston- 
based financial-management group that promotes 
socially responsible investment strategies. 

“We had engaged him this issue for six 
months before got our letters returned,” says 
Billenness. “When finally started have meet- 
ings with staff, tried get across that this was 
issue growing importance. think they totally 
misunderstood the depth feeling 
Massachusetts for the Burmese democracy move- 
ment, and it’s not like didn't tell them.”

particularly enamored Bill and Hillary 
Rodham Clinton. says his forthcom- 
ing book Whitewater simply at- 
tempt set the record straight, and 
how the national media created scandal where 
none existed. 

“I’m not romanticizing the Clintons,” says the 52-year- 
old author, columnist for the Arkansas Democrat- 
Gazette. “But seen complete misreading who 
they are and what they’re about.” 

Lyons’s contrary view will soon get national hearing. 
Some 20,000 25,000 copies 
Fools for Scandal: How the Media In- 
vented Whitewater (Franklin Square 
Press, 240 pages, $9.95) will hit the 
bookstores mid July. 

Sales aren’t likely challenge those 
James bestseller Blood 
Sport (Simon Schuster, 1996), 
which portrays the Clintons ethi- 
cally sloppy, not exactly criminal. 
But with Whitewater and its related 
stories likely dominate the nation- 
political conversation this summer, 
and with several new anti-Clinton 
books the way (including Ameri- 
can Spectator muckraker David 
Brock’s The Seduction Hillary Rod- 
ham), Lyons’s work may well emerge 
the Clintons’ best defense. 

two pieces Lyons wrote for 
magazine: October 1994 attack 
the New York Times, and espe- 
cially staff reporter Jeff Gerth, 
who broke the Whitewater story dur- 
ing the 1992 campaign; and July 1996 
accounting alleged sins omis- 
sion and commission Blood Sport. Lyons ar- 
gues that both Gerth and Stewart relied dubi- 
ous witnesses, got many their facts wrong, 
and ignored considerable evidence the 
Clintons’ favor order paint the 
Clintons and Arkansas the 
worst possible light. 

“It’s just amazing. I’ve never 
seen anything like it,” says Lyons 
what sees the national me- 
dia’s scandal-mongering. “Local re- 
porters, friends mine, kept saying, 
‘This bullshit. This wrong.’ 
terms research, this the easiest 
book I’ve ever written.” 

Certainly liberals who are disgust- 
with Clinton but appalled the 
prospect Bob Dole presidency 
will heartened Lyons’s con- 
clusions. But Lyons right and 
practically everyone else wrong? 
Like everything else about Whitewa- 
ter, the truth elusive. 

think it’s embarrassing this 
point say there’s nothing this 
when the president’s business associ- 
ates have been convicted,” says Tim 
Graham, the conservative Media 
Research Center.

And the recently announced $3.9 billion 
acquisition Infinity Broadcasting Westinghouse 
Electric raises the possibility that sheer bigness (the new 
conglomerate would own stations nationally) could 
warp the traditional formula equating big audiences with 
big bucks. 

The danger, says Brad Stillman, telecommunications- 
policy analyst for the Consumer Federation America, 
that Westinghouse-Infinity could slash costs foisting the 
same programming stations all its markets. And 
some listeners tune out, it. 

“Even harms your ratings,” says Stillman, “the cost 
savings may indicate that better off.”

“Third party” has al- 
ways had the plausible, do-something 
sound magical drug: take one 
these and lie down. sounded like the 
political version the late Dr. Leary’s 
immortal slogan, “Tune in, turn on, 
drop out.” One could share emotions 
ranging from disgruntlement dis- 
gust with the reigning Democrats, but 
never see way around fundamental 
objection not one principle but 
practicality. 

parliamentary systems that come 
with proportional representation, 
vote for third, fourth, 
nth party can pay off 
two ways. For one 
thing, few percentage 
points the vote can 
translate into few seats 
parliament, and hence 
into visibility, some 
spoils, and modicum 
influence. (Or more than 
modicum, when those 
few votes provide the 
margin make ma- 
jority witness Israel.) 
The small party gets pub- 
lic funds, hence insti- 
tutional base for later 
campaigns.

ment for the majority. likes local 
campaigns for living wage, for in- 
creased school funding, for campaign- 
finance reform. the model the 
Christian Coalition, which doesn’t just 
heat the air with fulminations, elects 
people city councils, school boards, 
and the like, chiefly the Midwest (in 
Milwaukee, got the school board 
raise the minimum wage for school 
employees $7.70 hour). likes 
winning percent its races.

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With mainstream scientists angrily lined against him, 
impertinent question. 


Peter Duesberg pursues very 


veryone knows buried Grant’s 
tomb, and what color Washington’s white 
horse was. But beware: not all tautologies are 
equal. Take, for instance, the decep- 

tively simple statement “The AIDS virus 
causes AIDS.” April 24, 1984, the New York Times 
introduced the term “the AIDS virus” reference the 
LAV/HTLV-III retrovirus (later renamed HIV), which 
only the day before had been announced press con- 
ference the probable cause the Acquired Immunode- 
ficiency Syndrome, AIDS. AIDS had been command- 
ing increasing attention the American and European 
media since 1981, when the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention began reporting instances gay men 
Los Angeles and New York City dying from rare 
pneumonia from uncommon tumor called 
sarcoma. 

Though there was much speculation about why those 
two previously known diseases were the increase, 
one attempted supply definitive answer the prob- 
lem until the now infamous gathering where Robert 
Gallo, researcher the National Institutes Health, 
told the press had found the elusive cause. 

Though Gallo’s paper had not yet been published, 
even reviewed his colleagues, his claim hit the news- 
stands the following day. Had the Times waited for Gal- 
lo’s data follow the normal scientific process peer 
review and publication, would have seen that his studies 
could not, fact, support his unequivocal conclusions. 
(Only fraction his AIDS patients showed any evi- 
dence HIV presence.) Additionally, 1989, the Chica- 
Tribune discovered that Gallo had stolen the very virus 
claimed his own from French study similar 
virus isolated from one patient culture that was later 
found contaminated. 

course, years, 100,000 scientific papers, and 
$35 billion later, can look back Gallo’s initial fol- 
lies with the knowledge that, almost any AIDS text- 
book will tell you, there overwhelming evidence estab- 
lishing HIV the cause AIDS. It’s overwhelming 
that the few remaining scientists bold enough ques- 
tion the causal relationship between HIV and AIDS in- 
spire some the most scathing criticism mainstream 
science today. 

Perhaps one has been more vilified than Professor 
Peter Duesberg, the University California Berke- 
ley, who the most outspoken opponent the 
HIV/AIDS hypothesis. The scientific journal Nature, for 
instance, dirtied its hands May 1993 editorial that 
stated would continue publish attacks Duesberg 
but considered itself under obligation print his re- 
sponses. Nature’s editor later wrote: “The sad truth 
about debates controversial issues science that 
there may come point which dissenters forfeit the 
right make claims other people’s time and trouble 
the poverty their arguments and the exasperation 
they have caused.” 

Why are Duesberg’s ideas dangerous that they must 
prevented from appearing the very forums where they be- 
long? the founder retrovirology (the study the cate- 
gory viruses which HIV belongs), member the 
National Academy Sciences, and seven-time winner 
the National Institutes Health Outstanding Researcher 
Award, Duesberg has superlative scientific credentials. In- 
deed, even Gallo has noted that Duesberg “knows more 
about retroviruses than any man alive.” And the very 
nature retroviruses that ultimately led Duesberg his 
heretical conclusion that HIV does not cause AIDS. 

“This virus killing T-cells [one the central com- 
ponents the immune system],” says Duesberg re- 
cent telephone interview. “At the same time, all they ever 
found patients was antibodies against the virus. And 
said those two things don’t make any sense all. 
retrovirus isn’t killing cells. That’s the one thing al- 
ways knew and agreed about retroviruses that 
they not kill cells. The second thing viruses don’t 
cause disease when they are neutralized antibodies. 
That’s what you call vaccine, when virus neutral- 
ized antibody.” 


brilliant? 

Duesberg’s entire argument, detailed his book 
venting the AIDS Virus (Regenery Publishing), has in- 
spired such polarized response since its release late 
March that one almost suspects his publisher printing 
two different versions one groundless, irresponsible, 
and grossly misinformed; one courageous, brilliant, and 
impeccably argued.

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Duesberg’s most vehement detractors have published 
their objections prominent scientific journals, newspa- 
pers, and book reviews around the world. However, his 
fellow skeptics (many whom belong organization 
known the Group for the Scientific Reappraisal the 
HIV/AIDS Hypothesis) number more than 200 PhDs 
and MDs, including three Nobel Prize winners. 

Yet despite such support, the scientific establishment 
responds only insisting that Duesberg and his fellow 
heretics apologize and fall back line with the majority 
the scientific community. Nature wrote last year, 
“Those [involved] the long controversy over HIV 
AIDS, Dr. Peter Duesberg Berkeley, California, par- 
ticular, have heavy responsibility that can only dis- 
charged public acknowledgment error, honest 
otherwise. And the sooner the better.” 

Nature can claim historical precedent. Here’s the tem- 
plate: “I, Galileo, being seventieth year, being 
prisoner and knees and before your Eminences, 
having before eyes the Holy Gospel, which touch 
with hands, abjure, curse, and detest the error and 
heresy the movement the earth [around the sun].” 
Like other heretics the history science field that 
has made some its greatest progress thanks heresies 
and revolutions Duesberg has been all but drawn and 
quartered his colleagues. 

Peter Duesberg wrong, and the HIV virus does in- 
deed decimate the human immune system, will be,

one detractor put it, case skepticism gone too far.” 
However, Duesberg and his fellow doubters are right, 
then, the words his publisher, “he documents one 
the great science scandals the century.” According 
the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, 
person said have AIDS she suffers from one 
more different diseases all which existed 
long before the AIDS epidemic and she shows 
some evidence being infected with HIV. 

matter what your symptoms, your illness isn’t de- 
fined AIDS unless you have HIV. technically speak- 
ing, it’s meaningless declare that current AIDS mortal- 
ity statistics correlate with positive HIV-antibody tests 
nearly 100 percent. (It’s not exactly 100 percent, owing 
the sometimes contradictory results different sub- 
sequent antibody tests, plus the fact that somewhere be- 
tween 40,000 and 60,000 people America with AIDS 
have never been tested for HIV.) 

Defenders the establishment respond that the CDC’s 
definition the disease was instituted for clinical conve- 
nience, and that the HIV antibody test has proven very 
useful diagnostic tool finding and treating the people 
who will down with AIDS. However, the 
heretics counter that the standard treatment for HIV- 
positive patient involving known immunosuppressive 
drugs like AZT and will itself lead deteriora- 
tion the immune system. Duesberg, his more heated 
moments, has called this “AIDS prescription.” 
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Furthermore, the overlap between HIV-positive people 
and people with AIDS imperfect. That is, the popula- 
tion Americans who test positive for the HIV antibody 
has been estimated, ever since Gallo’s entry into the pub- 
lic arena, around million, while only fraction that 
population has shown signs immune-system weakness 
the diseases that define the syndrome. 

addition, after surveying recent literature the sub- 
ject, Duesberg has found more than 4000 cases people 
who have all the characteristics AIDS but test negative 
for HIV antibodies. The CDC has responded this de- 
velopment, but only changing its bookkeeping: now 
has separate term for HIV-negative AIDS, namely Idio- 
pathic CD4 Lymphocytopenia, ICL. 

the Third World, the prevailing hypothesis holds that 
AIDS caused virus called HIV-2, which has sub- 
stantially different genetic makeup from the retrovirus 
first “discovered” Gallo. However, determining the in- 
fection rates HIV-2 in, say, sub-Saharan Africa involve 
lot guesswork, since African AIDS frequently diag- 
nosed without antibody tests all, but with clinical def- 
inition involving cough, fever, persistent diarrhea, and 
substantial weight loss. (In another age, wouldn’t most 
all these symptoms have pointed diagnosis mal- 
nutrition?) And when African AIDS patients are tested, 
Duesberg points out, large percentage sometimes 
half more are HIV-negative (51 percent 4383 
tested the Ivory Coast, Zambia, and Zaire; 
and percent 227 tested Ghana). 


This only test 

Then there’s the antibody test itself. Nearly 
every study referring the presence HIV 
population gets its data from the HIV an- 
tibody test the first which, incidentally, 
was patented Robert Gallo April 23, 
1984. The antibody test (as opposed test 
for the virus itself) necessary because the 
retrovirus difficult find the patient 
that HIV must detected indirectly, mea- 
suring the anti-HIV antibodies rallied the 
immune system. 

However, Kary Mullis winner the 
1993 Nobel Prize Chemistry and out- 
spoken critic the HIV/AIDS hypothesis 
cautions that “all kinds things,” such tu- 
berculosis and various parasitic diseases, will 
cross-react the antibodies that the establish- 
ment claims are actually HIV antibodies. 

“Those tests,” says Mullis, “are based 
lot assumptions that are not very easy 
prove, because they’ve never isolated [HIV] 
completely itself. There’s not tube HIV 
the country that’s pure.” 

addition, 1993 issue the journal 
Bio/Technology, Australian research team 
showed that one has yet been able con- 
duct independent verification any HIV 
antibody test that meets the scientific “gold 
standard.” (For clinical test meet the gold 
standard, positive result must consistently 
lead finding the virus patient, and 
negative-result test must consistently lead 
finding virus.) the team concluded, 
without this “quintessential element for the 
authentication any diagnostic test,” one has 
way knowing with certainty what posi- 
tive antibody test indicates. may mean the virus there; 
may not. 

all this confusion, Duesberg adds perhaps his most 
controversial hypothesis: lifestyle, environmental, and 
drug-use factors are the real causes the epidemic. 

“Most simply stated,” says, “AIDS not infec- 
tious disease, most people think is. Instead dis- 
ease caused long-term recreational drug use and 
some the very drugs that were developed anti-HIV 
drugs, like AZT and and all these chemicals that are 
given AIDS prophylaxis. 

“So, such,” continues, “AIDS entirely pre- 
ventable disease, which should extremely good mes- 
sage for HIV-positive people. And could hell 
lot good the basis this hypothesis something 
that would never dare say for cancer, for dementia, 
for Alzheimer’s, for aging, for osteoporosis. But this 
one, it’s very, very promising, just for smoking and 
cancer. All would take minute fraction the money 
currently spent HIV test and confirm it, and tiny 
bit open mind consider alternatives when every- 
thing else unsuccessful.” 

With statements like that statements the establish- 
ment charges are “pandering wish-fulfillment” one 
can see why Duesberg’s name alone enough raise the 
hackles many conventional AIDS researcher. 


Silent 

Yet whatever one thinks about Duesberg and company, 
his ideas and the ideas and writings his fellow 
HIV/AIDS skeptics are too rarely heard the coverage 
the most publicized epidemic history. Since Dues- 
berg first published the subject 1987, the AIDS 
heresy has date been relegated few pockets the 
media London’s Sunday Times, some the gay press 
(such Provincetown Positive and New York Native), and 
several radio and television shows, such PBS’s Tony 
Brown’s 

Surprisingly, probably the most comprehensive cov- 
erage the AIDS heresy has been found the pages 
the music magazine Spin, which since 1987 has con- 
sistently turned sympathetic ear alternative points 
view about AIDS. Its coverage has been called 


“public-health menace” one AIDS organization, and 
its correspondent, Celia Farber, was termed “public- 
health threat” another. 

Heretics like Farber persevere, asserts the textbook 
AIDS and HIV Perspective (Cambridge University 
Press, 1994), because they are sadly misled. The book 
says: 


Despite the overwhelming evidence establishing HIV 
the cause AIDS, very small number maver- 
ick scientists have persisted this day sowing un- 
necessary confusion the minds the uninformed 
true that the ideology science founded the 
principle unfettered probing and exploring, these 
groundless diversions and deviations really serve little 
purpose other than cause confusion and squan- 
der valuable scientific energies which could used 
for more worthwhile and productive research objec- 
tives and goals. 


Many the scientists responding substantively the 
heretics have cited studies that they claim refute the 
heresy once and for all. For instance, Steven Harris, 
MD, wrote lengthy response Duesberg al. 
1995 issue the quarterly magazine Skeptic. “Are 
making any progress with AIDS just wasting billions 


each year chasing fantasies?” asked. “This essay will 
argue that are not wasting all that money, and that 
when comes critics the HIV/AIDS hypothesis, 
have practical case which skepticism has been taken 
too far. Science, are happy report, still works, and 
making progress with AIDS.” 

Among the epidemiological statistics Harris cited 
buttress his argument were studies populations 
high-risk HIV-negatives who were tracked and rarely, 
ever, came down with AIDS, might expected HIV 
antibodies not correlate with AIDS. (Only one 2713 
persistently HIV-negative homosexual men and four 
1246 HIV-negative users showed any signs 
immune-system suppression.) 

More important, the prevailing paradigm has held sway 
ever since Gallo’s press conference, that itself 
statement its irrefutability. Duesberg and his col- 
leagues are even partly right, how could most the indus- 
trialized world (in the words Patsy Cline) wrong 
for long? Duesberg, part, sees battle egos, 
expertise, and that eternal corrupting influence, money. 

“Look all peers AIDS research,” says. 
all virologists retrovirologists like me. They’re 
either the boards biotechnology firms developing 
vaccines, developing anti-viral drugs, developing AIDS- 
test kits, selling them, marketing them, owning the com- 
panies. They’re millionaires. 

“Gallo alone, even the NIH, gets supplement his 
salary over $100,000 year,” says Duesberg. “And 
that’s small token compared what people get pri- 
vate universities. David Baltimore sold company 
AIDS couple years ago for $30 million. Harold Var- 
mus had sell millions investments before could 
become director the NIH. 

“It very difficult,” says, “if you have peo- 
ple working for you company that makes couple 
million the side them, ‘Hey guys, we’re working 
the wrong track. Let’s give that stuff.’ this ex- 
plains why have little freedom move here.” 


fundamental problem 
Nobelist Kary Mullis sees matters more funda- 
mental terms. “The whole thing really not medical 


problem,” says, “it’s problem with the medical es- 
tablishment and the scientific establishment, which 
unfortunately run idiots like who make money 
out it.” 

According his profile the Internet (at 
http://www.gene.com), Mullis scientist and 
surfer from Jolla, California considered ‘in- 
tellectual maverick’ many, [winner of] Nobel Prize 
Chemistry 1993 for developing PCR.” Mullis’s 
PCR (Polymerase Chain Reaction), fact, has been 
used HIV/AIDS researchers detect evidence 
the HIV virus, even when present minuscule 
amounts. (During the Simpson trial, which spent 
weeks covering genetic evidence and counter-evidence, 
Mullis was frequently cited genetic expert.) 
Duesberg notes, PCR typically used the orthodoxy 
“amplify needle into haystack, [it] can look 
haystack and say, ‘Look what got But they 
don’t tell you where that came from, that there was 
nothing there begin with, that they amplified some- 
thing from nowhere.” 

Since Mullis decided that the HIV/AIDS hypothesis 
relied vast leap faith, has grown increasingly 
frustrated with sloppy even reckless scientific bu- 
reaucracy and credulous press corps. “I’m disgusted 
with them for having done this,” says. think it’s 
disgrace Western science and everything else. They 
have balls, they’ve got heart, and 
they’ve got reason.” 

Though Mullis agrees entirely with Dues- 
berg’s essential point that AIDS not caused 
infectious disease, does not concur 
that single cause lies behind the immunod- 
eficiency syndrome the risk groups gay 
men, drug users, transfusion recipients, 
and hemophiliacs. 

“It’s hard thing say, but it’s result 
some elements and don’t know 
which,” says Mullis. “We can’t sort them out 
because it’s too complicated try figure 
out what causes all diseases that are called 
AIDS because they aren’t all caused the 
same thing. “Semantically,” Mullis contin- 
ues, “they’ve made impossible make any 
progress.” does see larger cultural forces 
work, though. Like Duesberg, finds 
telling lead the initial AIDS cases among 
the bathhouse subculture’s gay men 
among whom the tremendously dangerous 
and immunosuppressive nitrite inhalants 
known “poppers” enjoy widespread use 
this day. 

says Mullis. feel like there was way 
avoiding something like AIDS. It’s human 
thing. hasn’t got anything with 
the organism everybody knew that 
undernourished and you don’t get any 
sleep and fill your body with all kinds 
weird combinations drugs, not just once 
but all the time for years, don’t think 
anybody would have predicted that you would 
have looked real healthy.” 

Mullis, Duesberg, and the AIDS heretics 
may wrong, and they may even acting 
recklessly their detractors adamantly 
insist. But Mullis and Duesberg are even 
partly correct, then the orthodoxy could indicted its 
own counts wrongdoing and reckless endangerment. 

medical researchers can cite only epidemiological 
data substantiate their claim that HIV the cause 
AIDS, then more proof needed. Only time and further 
research will tell whether, Duesberg suggests, 
lifestyle, environmental, and drug-related factors are the 
cause AIDS. 

One thing certain. The response the heresy 
date can labeled many things, but one those not 
“science.” Duesberg, Mullis, HIV-skeptic activist 
groups like Los Angeles’s Health Education AIDS Liai- 
son, and the Group for the Scientific Reappraisal the 
HIV/AIDS Hypothesis are all working from such weak 
foundations, then will readily apparent true sci- 
entific debate not the sandbox antics that now pass 
for reasoned discourse. 

1959, philosopher Karl Popper spelled out what 
society should expect from its scientific theories, “an- 
ticipations,” called them: 


Once put forward, none our “anticipations” are 
dogmatically upheld. Our method research 
not defend them, order prove how right 
were. the contrary, try overthrow them. 
Using all the weapons our logical, mathemati- 
cal, and technical armory try prove that our 
anticipations were false. Bold ideas, unjusti- 
fied anticipations, and speculative thought are our 
only means for interpreting nature. And 
must hazard them win our prize. Those among 
who are unwilling expose their ideas the 
hazard refutation not take part the scien- 
tific game. 


Mullis puts more directly. “This debate part 
about two questions,” says. “What you call sci- 
entist, and how you distinguish the scientist from 
theologian?”

Al- 
though the idea did not make past the 
debate stage, the Senate will fight for 
again this month. 

Currently DSS has only two nurses, 
and more are badly needed. Clearly there 


are not enough tend adequately the 
hundreds children with such illnesses 
AIDS and substance-abuse disorders. 
The nurses work with foster parents and 
social workers help determine the 
proper care and medication for each 
child; shortage nurses means that fos- 
ter parents are sometimes kept the dark 
about the medical conditions their kids 
suffer, the treatments they are sup- 
posed administer. 

was March 1994 that DSS 
Commissioner Linda Carlisle, Weld’s 
direction, fired nine the department’s 
nurses. The reason, according DSS 
spokesperson Lorraine Carli: “The job de- 
the nurses varied, and 
one was quite clear what their total re- 
sponsibilities were.” 

David Ball, spokesman for the Secretary 
Health and Human Services, responds 
that “the Weld Administration firmly sup- 
ports the hiring nurses for DSS and al- 
ways has.” But Ball can’t say how the 
nurses’ job descriptions have been clarified 
this time around why they weren’t 
rewritten before. 

Senator Therese Murray (D-Plymouth), 
who takes personal interest DSS mat- 
ters, believes differently. “The fact is, 
didn’t want nurses because they 
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were the same salary level her region- 
directors, she fired them.” 

Weld’s 1996 DSS proposal would cre- 
ate special teams focus the more 
complex cases that come through DSS. 
The teams members the 
Department Mental Health, the Depart- 
ment Medical Assistance, and DSS. 

Malloy, DSS caseworker for 
years and the current executive director 
the Service Employees International 
Union, says the absence such teams has 
hurt the people the agency trying 
help. “As neglect, abuse, domestic vio- 
lence, and substance abuse become more 
common the lives these children,” 
says Malloy, “the need for specialty teams 
also increases.” 

Now the Weld Administration taking 
credit for pilot program set last year. 
But was the governor who disbanded 
similar teams 1993, even after his own 
Special Commission Foster Care re- 
quested that their number increased. 

Ball says that the multidisciplinary teams 
hadn’t been functioning the way they 
should have been, but, again, fails 
explain why the problem wasn’t rectified 
the time. 

all the DSS proposals for evalua- 
tion, the most important Weld’s 
promise increase the number DSS 
caseworkers. 

With overburdened workers carrying 
too many cases, children are receiving 
less individual attention, simply turning 
into numbers. For instance, there are 
currently 97,000 kids reported DSS 
per year and only 2086 caseworkers, ac- 
cording Carli. Union standards call for 
cases per worker. But some workers 
carry cases that must dealt 
with daily. 

“If there are too many cases per work- 
r,” says Malloy, “social workers will burn 
out and leave the department, and children 
need assistance will slip through the 
cracks. It’s not just matter fulfilling 
quotas. The lives innocent young chil- 
dren are being directly affected.” 

Although Weld promises every year 
increase staff levels, has yet replace 
the 215 caseworkers laid off when 
first took office. 

Most unsettling, workers and advocates

alike are led believe there money 
available from the legislature for more hir- 
ings.

Malloy, who was member the Gov- 
ernor’s Special Commission Foster 
Care, adds that Weld spends money for 
more caseworkers only times crisis.

budget time, advocates for state 
agencies come forth air their 
grievances, from lack funding poor 
work conditions and understaffing. But 
many complaints don’t get heard all. 

the Department Social Services, 
for example, there plenty whispering 
about Governor Weld’s petty penny- 
pinching. 

1993, Weld re-allocated the 
state cars that DSS was using. The expla- 
nation the time was that other state 
agencies needed the cars more. But how 
can there shortage state vehicles 
when Weld himself uses state-owned car 
vacation? DSS caseworkers say 
they now have use their own cars 
transport children, and those who don’t 
own cars can’t always get the children 
where they need go. 

Weld “also gives the [state] lottery 170 
cars transport [lottery] tickets,” says 
one former DSS worker. “But couldn’t 
have vehicles transport human life. of- 
ten wonder that’s because tickets mean 
incoming money and children are nothing 
more than annoying expenses.” 

Another veteran caseworker tells how 
Governor Weld agreed pay moving ex- 
penses for consultants the Big Dig but 
refuses reimburse social workers who 
buy lunches for foster children who are 
sitting around the department awaiting 
placement, court time, hospital visits. 

The governor won’t even reimburse 
DSS social workers for tolls and parking

was sitting the window the senior lounge 
Hanover High watching some guys play Hacky 
Sack when heard name announced over the 
loudspeaker. “Virginia Heffernan,” said deep, 
sinister voice. “Go home now.” 

The voice must have said more, but that’s all heard. 
Feeling strange surge adultness scary but also 
thrilling sense crisis jumped down from the win- 
dow, sprinted out the front door the parking lot, and 
leapt into car. Something had happened. Here 
last, seemed, was the radical interruption that I’d 
waited for through eventless years rural New 
England. 

drove the hill house twice the speed limit, 
head filled with fantastic emergencies involving fire- 
men, divorce lawyers, and dad handcuffs. saw 
myself composed and clear-headed, reassuring family 
that had the situation hand. 

But home 
found only moth- 
sitting cross-legged 
the couch, her 
face perfectly made- 
but streaked with 
tears. She was hold- 
ing tiny, trembling 
cup espresso. 
rushed forward 
hug her, but she drew 
back and instead 
handed green, 
battered, familiar- 
looking notebook. 
With violent cramp 
fear, recognized 
it. diary. 

Silently, she start- 
flipping through 
the notebook past 
the drawings 
myself with different 
hairstyles, past the 
imagined dialogue 
with Jim Morrison, 
past the pages and pages poetry. She was interested 
only single entry. 

March 1987. She turned the book around for 
look. The entry was best version the cute, juicy 
handwriting that friends and cultivated: “How Can 
Good with All the Things Do?” 

saw that had provided examples. Then saw that 
mother was looking the first, small blunt chunk 
language that had given the place honor among 
misdeeds. Coke. 

mother started crying, and did “You’re drug 
addict,” she told me, incredulous. drug addict: 
daughter.” tried tell her that really, really was not. 
But, however convincing sounded, the word was more 
convincing: coke. Coke coke coke. 

had done cocaine, was true. But unlike number two 
the list, Sex which had done with Eagle Scout 
boyfriend, Carl, every chance got, especially cars 
had really done cocaine only once, about two months 
earlier. was after friend Greta (who had complicat- 
ed, gelled hair and boundless savoir-faire) found what 
looked like hollowed-out swizzle stick the cafeteria 
and said fabulously offhand way, “This would 
great for snorting cocaine.” 

week later, her brother Jules (who reminded 
the character “you” Bright Lights, Big City) sent 
start-up kit, and immediately locked ourselves her 
room, snorted most the powder through the strange 
tube, and rubbed the rest our teeth for the well-known 
feeling numb gum. Then went out. drove 
around looking for beer; drove around looking for 
party; drove around; drove home. remember sit- 
ting the back someone’s car around midnight, listen- 
ing Modern English, and thinking, have take more 
risks like this. 

But didn’t feel cocaine’s real power until days later, 
when night adventure occasioned hours soul- 
searching burned incense and made list room.

then, without warning, both started laugh.

It’s implacable 
fact that warm can pop that’s all shook will fizz 
more than shaken cold can. you absolutely must pop 
the top that jug Jolt, stick the fridge first. 
chill the contents and chill the carbonation too, 
inevitable consequence increased gas solubility and 
Charles’s law.

Freaks! riveting show: imaginative, 
energetic, often hysterically funny. But it’s 
more than comedy. Irreverent toward all 
and unkind none, Kuntz’s humor un- 
commonly insightful and deeply rooted 
sympathy for the quirks, foibles, and fears 
explores. Kuntz puts it: “In Freaks!, no- 
body gets called freak. But the show has 
message, it’s that all freaks one 
way another, with our own obsessions, 
insecurities, failings, and phobias.” 


Kuntz concedes that his people’s quirks 
aren’t exactly standard-issue, but he’s con- 
vinced that their concerns and problems are 
fairly common. trying accom- 
plish something escape from something,” 


“he says, “trying rearrange their world 


they can fit what they really need.” 

Andy, gay guy who has given sex 
and become obsessed with sandwiches, 
worries that he’ll never find the right mate 
have the sort life his parents did. And 
there’s something disarmingly normal about 
Jane, middle-aged housewife who has 
compulsively collected over 2000 cereal 
boxes since the morning she experienced 
surreal and unsettling hallucination while 
holding box Kix. Practical and other- 
wise control, she started her collection, 
she says, because she “wanted make 
something good out bad experience.” 

Her husband, Rob, ordinariness made 
flesh. Kuntz says Rob “particularly close 
heart.” has wandered aimlessly 
through his life, taking few risks and doing 
what’s expected. “Then, one day, when he’s 
37,” says Kuntz, “he suddenly realizes that 
doesn’t remember how got where 
is. He’s never taken interest his own 
life.” After that, can’t sit down unless 
sprinkles his chair with thin layer pow- 
dered sugar, which associates with 
childhood memory jumping into deep 
snowdrift and feeling secure, comforted 
the realization that one the world 


knew was there. “With the sugar,” Kuntz 


explains, “he’s trying get back that safe 
place where feels all right. It’s his way 
taking control.” 

Although several Kuntz’s characters 
are endearing, none lovable Pearl, 
chain-smoking manager who 
adopted the first her 280 cats after the 
close show called Smurfs Ice. Pearl 
was fiercely protective her skating 
Smurfs “all blue, all gay, all crazy” 
and she roundly scolded homophobe who 
harassed them the street. “Nobody in- 
sults actors,” she told their antagonist. 
all good boys, every one.” Eventu- 
ally, she says, “people just stopped believing 
the Smurfs,” and she retired. Determined 
not turn into “an old lady just waiting 


die,” she started collecting cats until her 
stress level climbed back its Smurf-era 
high. “Cats and Smurfs, they have lot 
common,” she argues. all very dif- 
ferent, and yet all the same.” 

Kuntz never plays himself, but says 
that “each the characters contains some 
little piece me.” Rob’s memory the 
snowdrift, for example, lifted from 
Kuntz’s own childhood. And one his life’s 
most horrific experiences directly inspired 
story Pearl tells about one “her Smurfs,” 
red-haired guy named Timmy 
cute she “just wants pinch him.” 

was beaten complete stranger 
just like Timmy was,” Kuntz says, his voice 
dropping almost whisper. “It happened 
when was 17, and was walking down the- 
club called Spit, which used Lans- 
downe Street. was dressed all black, 
with dyed hair and eyeliner, and the friend 
was with had mohawk. both looked 
pretty different. And out the blue, guy 
hit the face with metal pipe, and 
then and another guy kicked and 
punched friend and me.” The main as- 
sailant, apprehended Guardian Angel 
and turned over the police, apparently 
had been denied entrance nearby club 
because his boat shoes didn’t meet the dress 
code. 

“He was angry,” says Kuntz, “and high 
angel dust something, and lashed 
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out just because struck him 
strange.” Seriously injured and laid for 
month, Kuntz was lucky not lose the 
sight his right eye, and bears small, 
half-moon scar beneath this day. 

Kuntz says that his sympathetic interest 
people perceived odd derives part from 
his experiences gay man. “Being gay af- 
fects sensibilities, humor, the way 
see things, there’s gay element 
Freaks!,” says. “But it’s only one part 
who am. And didn’t write the show with 
any particular audience mind. It’s for ev- 
erybody.” Boston, the show drew mixed 
crowds and much praise for its gender- 
bending inclusiveness. 

Two days before his departure for 
Provincetown, Kuntz says isn’t sure what 
kind crowd find there. Until re- 
cently, when went down find room 
and sign contract, he’d never set foot 
the town. But suspects that his Province- 
town audiences might considerably more 
gay-heavy and wild than the ones he’s used 
to, suspicion fueled the fact that 
going before Kandi Kane, popular drag 
performer. 

opening night, week ago Wednes- 
day, the crowd indeed boisterous, flam- 
boyant, and predominantly gay. Kandi 
Kane, civilian garb and asking 
called Charlie, the scene, are 
number drag queens who perform 
Kook and Boys Us, all big draws the lit- 
tle club. Perched prominent table, three 
impressive queens wearing identical geisha 
dresses and sporting chopsticks their 
elaborately coifed hair inspire bawdy com- 
pliments and appreciative wolf whistles 
Kuntz prepares take the stage. feel like 
such nerd,” murmurs nervously before 
bumming another cigarette. 

Dressed his usual stage costume 
black jeans, black T-shirt, and sneakers, 
does indeed look bit lackluster contrast.

Entering and exiting tape 
Katrina and the Waves’ “Walking Sun- 
shine,” which calls “the feel-good song 
the New Wave Kuntz makes only one 
serious mistake the interim: the piece 


about Pearl, the cat-collecting former Smurf 
manager, momentarily loses his place 
and his composure after delivering line 
about drag queens. 

Afterward, explains: “It happened 
when came the part when Pearl wor- 
ried about being the only woman gay 
club, and one the Smurfs says, ‘Don’t 
worry, they all love you. They think 
drag queen.’ And found myself thinking: 
‘There are real drag queens out there. What 
they take offense?’ didn’t want insult 
anyone. But then thought, ‘I’m being 
ridiculous. Why should they insulted?’ 
Did they seem insulted? noticed they 
laugh.”

The reactions the Provincetown audi- 
ence differed markedly from the reactions 
Kuntz got Boston. “I’m creating own 
little world the show,” says, “and 
maybe little world’s little different from 
this one.” Eventually, however, convinces 
himself that most people connected the 
show some level. “My job make the 
audience care about these characters, and 
think did that,” says, his voice betraying 
only hint uncertainty. 

“When the show done, always feel 
little better about everything,” Kuntz says, 
smiling exhales.

The Palm 


Gotham steakhouse brings 
New York attitude and prices

oston has sad history 
letting New York steal 
its cultural treasures, 
from Babe Ruth Jane 

Curtin, but have usu- 
ally shown some resistance letting that 
other city take over our turf. may 
farm team, but usually refused 
become suburb. The leading news- 
paper had always been domestic prod- 
uct, and until this year Boston televi- 
sion station had ever been owned 
New York network. the restaurant 
field, we’ve had long string failed at- 
tempts open Boston branch New 
York franchises: Mama Leone’s, the 
Stage Deli, and Nathan’s 
Famous hot dogs. Bostoni- 
ans will accept Chicago 
pizza, Morton’s Chicago 
steaks, and Disney store 
Quincy Market. 

Now comes the Palm, 
with big plan become 
New York steakhouse 
cities. One thing favor 
this plan that Boston does 
not have historic steak 
restaurants like the Palm 
its rivals such Peter 
Luger’s, Spark’s, Smith 
The New York 
Palm has both reputation 
and baggage: there his- 
tory sawdust the floor, 
hokey caricatures celebri- 
ties, printed menu, 
reservations, absurdly high 
prices, giant portions, and 
wheeler-dealer waiters. The Boston Palm 
takes reservations and has printed menu 
carte, outlandishly priced, and un- 
derwhelming. The sawdust didn’t make the 
trip, and the new Palm has spattering 
Boston semi-celebrities the wall. 

Our waiter was over the top dis- 
cussing specials, asking how things 
were, lingering sell other things 
(when reviewers order too much begin 
with), and then demanding that give 
the table “Only kidding,” said, “and 
mean that.” wasn’t kidding, and this 
cultural difference Palm management 
will have come terms with: Bostoni- 
ans are unlike New Yorkers that 
won't pay New York prices insulted. 
Bostonians are cheap, and can get in- 
sulted our own accents Durgin-Park. 

The food Palm not insult, but 
outlandishly priced, and isn’t the best 
available Boston, which not provin- 
cial place the Palmists must think. The 
prime aged porterhouse steak ($30) very 
good and came cooked medium rare or- 
dered, both the sirloin and the tender- 
loin sides the bone. But the aged flavor 
was barely evident relative the same 
steak Capitol Grille, though 
the “prime” tenderness was certainly there. 

did admire the breadbasket, with four 
fresh kinds including sourdough, focac- 
cia, and pumpernickel-raisin bread. 
also liked the Gigi salad ($9.50), which 
chopped-up shrimp, tomato, green 
beans, and bacon, with simple vinai- 
grette dressing. The soup our day 
($3.50) was honest, clear-broth 
chicken vegetable. wasn’t overwhelm- 
ingly chicken-flavored, but didn’t taste 
bouillon cubes either. 

Our other main dish was veal marsala 
($19). Again, the veal was not powerfully 
flavored, but thin and fork-tender. The 
winey sauce could have been cooked 
down further with the mushrooms; there 
are many superior versions lower prices 


the North End. you eat steak only 
once year (and already had that one 
somewhere else), likelier bets are the lamb 
chops, almost always steakhouse best 
buy ($25), the giant lobsters (market 
price). Three pounds and are fa- 
vorite size, yet Boston restaurant has 
made specialty these big guys. The 
New York Palm has reputation for them. 

The celebrated side dish the New 
York Palm cottage fries ($3.50), which 
tried with french-fried onions 
mammoth “half half” ($6). was not 
convinced. The cottage fries here have too 
much crispness and not enough flavor. 
The onions are better, but little greasy. 

The vegetable section the menu looks 
lot bigger than really is, with three kinds 
string beans, three kinds spinach, and 
kind broccoli. Our 

waiter told the creamed 
spinach was the specialty 
($4); was old-fash- 
ioned dish overcooked 
spinach nice creamy 
sauce, the sort thing that 
delights the steam 
table southern cafeteria. 
And was enough serve 
four, but final advice 
get your roughage from 
the salads. 

The desserts Palm 
are what you might ex- 
pect: cheesecake, apple 
pie, chocolate mousse 
cake, and couple sor- 
bets. Tom Wolfe could 
probably draw the entire 
social structure Man- 
hattan out that dessert 
tray. drew brownie 
mode ($7) and key lime pie ($5). 
The former was truly superb example 
its kind, the brownie powerful and 
melty though overloaded with choco- 
late and undercooked. The key lime pie 
was the classic yellow color, and deli- 
cious, but the sourness was muted 
that couldn’t identify whether was 
made from key lime juice Persian lime 
juice. Both are good, but neutral flavor 
between them demerit. Coffee and 
tea, both $1.75, are good (again, not 
great); the former clean-tasting but thin, 
and the latter served hot water 
china pot, Lipton bag the side. 

The wine list outrageously priced; the 
multiple bottles inflated past the usual 
double-retail, with per-glass price 
$10. had glass Beautour Merlot for 
almost twice what ought cost. 

This odd space under the Westin Hotel 
has been redone since the previous con- 
cept restaurant here, the Brasserie. The 
new space larger, and divided that 
the smoking section gets the window. 
guess dining steak and 
cheesecake, the worry about smok- 
ing? The décor nice enough, but imi- 
tating age and informality with wood 
floors, wainscotting, smooth walls, and tin 
ceilings, makes for loud evening. 

The New York Palm has been described 
kind club, but it’s hard transplant 
down the experience, which was New 
York experience anyway. One response 
the price structure Palm declare 
palace for expense accounts, wealthy in- 
laws. Another strategy stick steak 
lobster, salad, brownies, and coffee, and 
still expect pay too much. real advice 
save your steak money for place 
with truly memorable steaks.

Television hasn’t even been part the human condition for full century yet, and it’s only 
the past years that it’s been dominant force our culture. But try imagine life without it. 
It’s practically impossible. Which the first many provocative points that’s made the opening 
minutes Signal Noise: Life with Television, new documentary/commentary the broadcast 
medium that airs three weekly hour-long segments beginning next Friday midnight. 

Created the Independent Television Service, adjunct the Public Broadcasting System 
that’s had role funding programming like The United States Poetry, Taking the 
Kennedys, and The Gate Heavenly Peace since its inception 1989, Signal Noise aims 
raise questions about television that are often obscured the medium’s overwhelming flood 
infotainment. that end, series producer/writer/director Cara Mertes commissioned pieces 
independent producers, each which explores different aspect what goes behind the 
scenes land. 

The first installment Signal Noise, “Watching Watching Us,” takes irreverent look 
how the holy trinity commercials, programming, and viewers adds annual revenues 
more than $34 billion, and how the advertisers and programmers look the viewers who bring 
that revenue. One segment deals with the making the Pepsi commercial that was the hands- 
down winner last year’s Super Bowl. That’s right, Super Bowl ads compete, not just for view- 
ers’ attention, but for overnight ratings. Another segment, “Production Notes: Food for 
Thought,” presents the anatomy television commercial specifically McDonald’s tar- 
geted women through the lens memo that was sent the commercial’s production 
team. The combined effect both segments, and the commentary academics like UMass- 
Amherst communications professor Sut Jhally and Hampshire College media professor Susan 
Douglas, will change the way you see your TV. 

The second and third installments Signal Noise dissect reality-based programming, news, 
talk shows, and the future the medium. There’s implicit irony creating program for 
television that’s geared toward criticizing the medium, and it’s one the producers Signal 
Noise are well aware of. They don’t shy away from using the often deceptive cut-and-paste sound- 
bites associated with tabloid television. But they also make point clueing how we’re 
manipulated medium that often take for granted not just the images that are 
shown, but the ones that aren’t.

Whether UFOs are real 
imagined induced seems irrelevant; the 
conclusive fact that 1996 
stories UFO crashes, gov- 
ernment cover-ups, aliens ab- 
ducting humans for biological 
research, dire warnings from 
the stars about the ecological 
fate the planet, and the evo- 
lution consciousness itself 
all have taken center stage. 

Michael Shoemaker, 
who monitors paranormal 
phenomena mainstream 
advertising his column for 
the paranormal-focused 
ternational Fortean Organiza- 
tion (INFO) Journal, has 
chronicled “sightings” 
UFOs, aliens, and abductions 
ads for K-Mart, Pepsi, Mi- 
das Muffler, Stovetop Stuff- 
ing, the New York Times, Isuzu automo- 
biles, United Airlines, Kinko’s, and even 
the American Advertising Federation, 
name few. And that’s just since 1994. 

the aliens have invaded art, 
metaphor, fashion icon, marketing tool, 
glib entertainment, pychodrama, and 
philosophical battleground. Their story 
part the fabric daily life, coming 
steady stream images from 
Hollywood, MTV, and daytime talk 
shows the funny pages and the T-shirt 
the kid next door. The tale could 
hardly more real more part 
the saucers landed the White 
House lawn (or blew up) tomorrow. 

recent years, the UFO abduction 
movement has steadily gained credibility, 
buoyed the support sources from 
the Atlantic Monthly Dr. John Mack, 
Pulitzer-winning biographer and Har- 
vard University psychiatry professor ac- 
claimed for his research teen suicide. 
(He nearly lost his tenure after cham- 
pioned the movement.) Before Mack 
there was Budd Hopkins, New York 
painter and sculptor who began compar- 
ing abduction reports more than years 
ago; also put the first exhibit 
UFO-themed art 1981, the Queens 
Museum (it was the late Keith Haring’s 
first museum show). Hopkins’s two 
books, Missing Time and Intruders (the 
latter made into television mini-series), 
established him the guru abductees 
got their own name, “experiencers,” 
and their own children’s book, Leah Ha- 
ley’s New Friends.

But few short years not 
only become the standard, be- 
come cultural signifier more popular, 
and easily recognizable, than any 
single movie alien has ever been.

“When you think 
other subject areas, like 
Freud’s theories the un- 
conscious, took couple 
decades before they be- 
came commonly known 
aliens are now.” 

They seem ev- 
erywhere.

sailants. All which just 


gins suggest the degree 
which UFO iconography has 
been absorbed into the cul- 
tural lexicon. 

But that still doesn’t an- 
swer the big question: 
why? Well, for one thing, 
are cool. Frank 
Schumacher, who oversaw 
Kodak’s commercial, calls the UFO 
hook hip mechanism reach target 
customer younger, more wired, 
and more technologically savvy. And 
the spot fits nomenclature that ap- 
peals that audience.” 

Thanks part the Ohio-based 
company Alien Workshop which has 
been manufacturing skateboards and 
shirts featuring distinctive white alien 
head logo since the late aliens 
have become fashion statement. Per- 
haps, the Sonic Youth video, it’s be- 
cause they represent the supreme out- 
sider the ultimate alternative, 
speak. Take look the stunts some 
the Workshop’s skaters pull the com- 
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pany’s promotional videos (an early video 
features exclusive tracks Dinosaur Jr.’s 
Mascis, recently fingered ab- 
ductee Rolling Stone) and you'll notice 
that both aliens and skaters have the ca- 
pacity defy gravity.

Even outside advertising and film, 
UFOs are big business. The alien-autop- 
video that aired Fox last year 
destined down the last great 
hoax the 20th century and one the 
best-marketed hoaxes all time 
could gross its owner, Ray Santilli, 
much $18 million. Nevada, where 
UFO lore has been common currency for 
half century and the supernatural 
tourism industry booming, the state 
rechristened stretch desert road 
known for its UFO sightings offi- 
cial “Extraterrestrial Highway” cere- 
mony attended Governor Bob Miller, 
the cast Independence Day, and pan- 
UFO experts. And while Nevada 
UFO meccas are going Hollywood, Dis- 
ney going alien crazy. Walt Disney 
World, the enchanted palace American 
mythology, crowning its renovated To- 
morrowland with attraction called 
“The ExtraTERRORestrial Alien En- 
counter,” created with help from George 
Lucas. Disney even produced promo- 
tional special hosted Robert 
Urich and directed the guy who creat- 
Cops that allegedly proves the gov- 
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ernment suppressing information 
aliens and UFOs. 

think the main fascination the topic 
holds for people the thrill the un- 
known,” says Mike Dash, editor Eng- 
land’s Fortean Times, sort thinking 
man’s Weekly World News. willing sus-

Nowadays, world where 
you have lived through Watergate and 
Vietnam, and where science has contrived 
open the ozone hole and build 
ICBMs and has failed halt the spread 
AIDS, aliens tend small, sinister, 
and either indifferent hostile human- 
ity. approach the millennium, 
expect see more bizarre cults, religious 
visions, and the like. fascination with 
UFOs may say that are still seeking 
the comforting knowledge that someone 
charge and has the power change 
things but are searching for that 
authority new place.” 

Writing the abduction phenomenon 
the New Yorker last year (July 31), crit- 
James Wolcott also eyed the millenni- 
um, but with more cynical lens. Citing 
the work historian Hillel Schwartz, 
Wolcott pointed out how the ends cen- 
turies traditionally “let loose visions 
damnation, salvation, natural disaster, 
chaos, and barbarians. Since com- 
ing the end not only century but 
millennium, doubt even more daemons 
and phantoms are about

But that point 
their interest has more with the hu- 
man drama three men fighting for 
their lives against all odds than with what 
James Kirk used call “the Final 
Frontier.” 

Not much has changed since. Ev- 
erybody remembers the Space 
Shuttle that exploded, and just 
about every major media out- 
let made big deal cover- 
ing that event’s 10-year an- 
niversary. But how many 
you recall the last successful 
Space Shuttle mission? 
Fewer, probably, than know 
what agents Scully and Mul- 
der have been every Fri- 
day night for the past three 
years. 

Each time launch another manned 
unmanned craft into outer space, the 
bytes reality that get beamed back 
NASA simply confirm the notion that 
outer space just one big vacuum, re- 
futing the existence the Venusians 
whom Jack Nicholson raved about 
Easy Rider, the Martians whom Ray 
Bradbury once promised his novels, 
even the very human visitor the 
sit-com Favorite Martian. 

But lack evidence hasn’t put cap 
the proliferation fictions that em- 
brace the possibility life forms other 
than our own, claims alien ab- 
ductions and UFO sightings. Indeed, it’s 
only made the fantasies more convoluted 
and scary. The X-Files the Star Trek 
the and that seems the 
case then traded the righteous 
moral simplicity Captain Kirk for the 
paranoia and intrigue the renegade 
Agent Mulder, the bureaucracy 
the Federation for some vague, men- 
acing government-condoned conspiracy, 
the innocent quest for empirical knowl- 
edge out there for desperate search af- 
ter the salvation dark and dis- 
turbing truth down here. 

Fortunately, pop music 
has stepped with 
potent back-to-the- 
future remedy for 
UFO and alien- 
abduction anxi- 
eties. Unlike 
novels, movies, 
television 
all which seek 
frame science 
fictions terms 
archetypal quest

That disc inspired Fox televi- 
sion series was able attract alterna- 
rock heavies the Foo Fighters (covering, 
all things, the Gary Numan tune 
“Down the Park”), Grammy winner 
Sheryl Crow, and talents like Elvis 
Costello and Brian Eno (collaborating 
for the first time the Costello-penned 
“My Dark Life”) pretty fair indica- 
tor that aliens and UFOs have mounted 
yet another invasion the pop main- 
stream. When the Pixies celebrated the 
road leading the infamous Area 
where alien craft thought 
(4AD/Elektra), you could just chalk 
the undeniable eccentricities 
frontman Frank Black (a/k/a Black 

Francis, Charles Thompson). 
When Perry Farrell’s Porno for 
Pyros scored hit with their 
extraterrestrial fantasy 
“Pets” (as make 
great pets” for whatever 
alien civilization conquers 
us), was easy enough 
attribute the song’s success 
its undeniable hook and 
the cult person- 
ality. But when the number 
one single the British charts 
“Girl from Mars” Ash, 
young Irish band who titled their album 
1977 (Reprise) because that was the 
year Star Wars was released; when 
there are bands like Supernova, Space- 
hog, and Man Astro-Man? out there 
countering the alienation grunge with 
savvy fusion revved-up retro-rock 
and alien notions then it’s time 
start taking notes. 

Pop has extraterrestrial history that 
predates the Pixies, from the eerie, 
theramin-laced “Moon Moods” orches- 
trated space-age cocktail swinger Les 
Baxter 1946 the raucous novelty 
Billy Lee Riley’s 1957 classic “Flying 
Saucer Rock Roll”; from the glam- 
rock thunder David Bowie’s The Rise 
and Fall Ziggy Stardust and the Spi- 
ders from Mars (1972, Rykodisc) the 
slick, techno surfaces new-wa- 
vers like Flock Seagulls and Gary 
Numan; and from the intergalactic free 
jazz Sun and his Arkestra the 
post-Velvets trance pop Spaceman 
Today’s rock-and-roll abductees are 


well aware space pop’s diverse legacy. 
fact, most them draw more inspi- 
ration from the rock-solid past than 
from the uncertain future, and that’s 
big part the appeal. 

Take Frank Black, guy who was 
starting sound more and more like 
abductee, least wanna-be ab-

ductee, even before The X-Files became 
reality. Black clearly fascinated 
the truth that’s out there and the rev- 
elations that the future may bring. The 
title his most recent disc, The Cult 
Ray (American), refers followers 
sci-fi writer Ray Bradbury. Songs like 
“The Marsist,” “Men Black,” and 
“Punk Rock City” all draw the lan- 
guage and iconography contempo- 
rary cyberpunk-conspiracy theorists. 
But Black sets his futuristic vision 
music that’s drawn straight from the 
past quirky fusion surf-style 
guitars and backbeats, overdriven punk 
power chords, and new-wave hooks. 

Black’s lyrics, especially the song 
“Men Black,” may echo Agent Mul- 
der’s out-there speculations, but the 
verse-chorus-verse fundamentals the 
music analogous the conventional 
wisdom that Agent Scully brings the 
Files dynamic. The result harks back 
era when the future didn’t look 
quite menacing, when Billy 
Lee Riley’s little green 
men from Mars ar- 
rived with the in- 
tention rock- 
ing out, when 
could 
imagine the 
moon the 
perfect set- 
ting for 
really cool 
rock club 
instead 
knowing 
that it’s just 
big, cold 
rock the sky. 
“Take me_ 
Black sings the opening 
verse “The Marsist,” but it’s not 
clear whether means the somewhere 
the uncertain future somewhere the 
same futuristic past alluded the 
disc’s Jetsons-style cover art. 

Black not alone, least not 


his nostalgic retro-futurism 


his fondness for surf punk. got 
groups like Man Astro-Man?, Laika 
the Cosmonauts, and Supernova out 
there keep him company. The con- 
nection between surf music and outer 
space may seem little far-fetched, but 
the Tornadoes, whose 1962 instrumen- 
tal “Telstar” topped the pop charts for 
three weeks, were surf-rockers. And 
actually makes lot sense when 
you listen disc like Man 
Astro-Man?’s Experiment 
Zero (Touch Go) 
Laika the Cosmo- 
nauts’ Zero Gravity 
(Upstart). Both 
treat the surfaces 
Mars and 
Venus nothing 
more than exotic 
like the beaches 
Oahu Zuma, 
space travel noth- 
ing more than catching 
monster wave very 
fancy surfboard. Supernova 
take the intergalactic shtick one 
step further incorporating home- 
made spacesuits into their 
playfully raucous live show. 
But one the main ideas 
(Amphetamine Reptile/Atlantic) seems 
the comforting thought that even 
punk rockers from another galaxy have 
lot common with their counterparts 
from Earth, including abiding dis- 
dain for hippies. 
Spacehog, group self-exiled 
Brits based out New York’s East Vil- 


lage, keep their feet firmly planted 
the same glam-rock terrain that Ziggy 
Stardust once ruled their Elektra 
debut Resident Alien. The retro version 
the future Spacehog allude 
songs like “Space the Place” and 
“Starside” one where cool, androgy- 
nous clothes, gleaming guitar hooks, 
and getting high get top billing. And it’s 
got hell lot more common with 
the hopeful future Bowie imagined 
years ago songs like “Starman” than 
with the steely, unforgiving future

You have travel the outer orbits 
pop find music that strives cap- 
ture the sound the future 
ambient dub group like the Orb, tech- 
outfit like Underworld Orbital, 
atmospheric specialists like the produc- 
ers the Astralwerks label. But even 
there you'll discover echoes the not- 
so-distant past, Brian Eno and Pink

Not that Independence 
Day the only film prey- 
ing this morbid fantasy. 

Last year Stargate and 
Species toyed with the ter- 
rors extraterrestrials. Next 
year will see such close en- 
tabloidishly titled Mars Attacks! with 
Jack Nicholson, the American presi- 
dent, heading stellar cast; and Robert 
Heinlein’s xenophobic sci-fi classic 
Starship Troopers, with Paul Verhoeven 
bouncing from the demi-monde 
Showgirls the distant plan- 
ets. Apart from planned 
adaptation the sit-com 
Favorite Martian, these 
films depict heavenly visitors 
unfriendly and unstop- 
pable, threatening the utter 
annihilation our species 
through covert conspiracy 
overt invasion. 

Why the need enter- 
tained the spectacle life 
know imperiled and 
obliterated alien jugger- 
nauts? Carl Jung would imme- 
diately recognize the enor- 
mous, symmetrically striated 
disc Independence Day 
mandala, “the symbol totali- 
well known all students 
explains Flying Saucers: 
Modern Myth Things Seen 
the Sky. Writing 1958, 
the height the Cold War 
and the H-bomb terror, Jung 
posited one cause the pro- 
liferation “UFO” sightings 
this time instances 
“psychological projection” for 
which there must “psychic 
having its cause situation 
collective distress dan- 
ger, vital psychological 
need. This condition 
edly exists today...” 

And 1996 well. Al- 
though Jung limited his study 
UFO projections the sky 
well have included his 
discussion the projections 
UFOs movie screens. The 
films the were marked 
their near-hysterical fasci- 
nation with flying saucers. 
Then, now, these symbols 
totality, the repressed, 
are images what sense 
lacking our souls, inkling 
something within that 
fail recognize and that can 
heal, destroy, us. 

Healing was the message 
The Day the Earth Stood Still 
(1951), fable about alien 
visitor who threatens the 
world with destruction 
does not end its warlike ways, 
and who, for good measure, 
rises from the dead. But for 
the most part the visitors had 
such benevolent intent. 
The War the Worlds 
(1953), Invaders from Mars 
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(1953), Invasion the Body MALEVOLENT VISITORS: Earth vs. the Flying Saucers and other gems, 
the aliens exhibited messianic tendencies. 


Snatchers (1956), Earth vs.

the Flying Saucers (1956), and Chil- 
dren the Damned (1963) reflect not 
just terror conquest the invinci- 
ble forces communism but, yes, 
perverse desire for also desire 
for annihilation, submission 
mind-controlling conformity. 
More recently, aliens have 
been the good guys. During 
the “Me Genera- 
tion” era and the “Greed 
Good” Reagan ex- 
traterrestrials offered spiri- 
tual solace selfish and 
materialistic age. Both 
Steven Spielberg’s quasi- 
messianic The Extra-ter- 
restrial (1982), the number one 
box-office hit all time, and his 
Close Encounters the Third Kind 
(1977), which ranks number 33, de- 
picted the formerly hostile invaders 
touchy-feely New Age saviors. did 
Starman (1984), Cocoon (1985), and 
John Sayles’s The Brother from Another

swear they have seen them! Now the 


Planet (1984), which offered aliens 
with godlike powers but with the dispo- 
sition Forrest Gump. 

Things were more monolithic these 
last days the Evil Empire. knew 
there was nothing could about the 
various catastrophes that threatened us. 
Neither did feel compelled con- 
front comfortable self-centeredness with 
genuine spiritual growth. was safe 
search the celluloid skies for surcease 
and phony salvation. 

Now, though, seems the future 
might within our control, which 
more frightening position than helpless- 
ness. find overwhelming nemeses 
lurking the real world, only niggling 
and insidious problems Bosnia and 
the Middle East, the environment, the 
economy that require solutions. 
what relief confronted imagi- 
nary perils from the universe that are be- 
yond our control. 

The dominant religious impulse, more- 
over, not one healing but funda-

mentalist intolerance and punishment. 
longer are the omnipotent others from the 
heavens seen redeeming Christs 
saving angels; they’re avenging destroyers, 
wrathful Jehovahs, and they come the 
forms that most frighten and fascinate the 
popular consciousness. Aliens (1994) 
posed the alien the unborn, and the 
film’s murky exploration the abortion 
dilemma may have been responsible for 
its commercial failure its turgid cinemat- 
ics. Species featured alien the form 
beautiful woman broadcast our planet 
through radio telescope ruthless, 
lethal career woman with single-minded 
urge procreate and tendency morph 
into monstrosity, reflecting perhaps 
dread and delight the changing image 
women propagated the media. 

Other sexual and gender anxieties 
arise Roland Emmerich’s Stargate, 
which mandala-like stone monolith 
transports government team plan- 
populated ancient Egyptian so- 
ciety ruled over alien disguised 
Jaye Davidson The Crying Game. 
Fear the Third World evoked 
well here. And this “problem” illegal 
aliens the heart the 
recently released The Ar- 
rival, wherein extraterrestri- 
als disguised either 
swarthy South Americans 
sleazy government bu- 
reaucrats plot destroy the 
environment releasing 
what look like giant blue 
globes flatulence into the 
atmosphere. Compounding 
the dangers the Third 
World and big govern- 
ment the creeping specter 
the communications ex- 
plosion Species, the 
aliens operate through radio 
telescopes, and there’s cli- 
mactic scene atop giant 
satellite dish that’s identical 
one The Cable Guy. 

this election year, all 
these fears about unsettling 
changes leading potential 
disaster whether from 
sexual and gender uncer- 
tainty, immigration and the 
influences other cultures, 
the telecommunications rev- 
olution, big government, 
environmental catastrophe 
are focused one im- 
age: Washington, DC. 
Whatever the film might do, 
the trailer for Independence 
Day (directed Roland 
Emmerich), which shows 
the annihilation the White 
House under disc the size 
itself, has captured 
the spirit the present day. 

erhaps suggests merely 
wish-fulfilling fantasy cure 
for Whitewater: Bill escapes 
but Hillary killed. 

There’s more sinister 
interpretation, however: the 
awesome disc mandala 
the desire not for totality 
but for total destruction. Al- 
though militias and apoca- 
lyptic cults seeking libera- 
tion through self-destruc- 
tion represent only fringe 
element the population, 
their anarchist, nihilist im- 
pulse may deeply rooted 
treacherous, fragmented 
world.

Second, The Invaders, 
there the implication that force alien 
our interests has infiltrated the highest lev- 
els government, notion that resounds 
with conspiracy theorists both the left 
and the right. both cases, the presence

Beneath 
its pyrotechnics, Independence Day actually 
creates human characters, makes you care 
about what happens them, and brings 
them together situation that confirms 
the screenwriters’ atypically optimistic view 
human nature. It’s not just about giving 


ride (which does expertly), but about 
giving some small measure hope 
well. I’m not suggesting there’s anything es- 
pecially noble highbrow about film that 
is, after all, designed summer mon- 
ey-minting machine. But time when 
Hollywood movies fail deliver even the 
most modest expectations, Independence 
Day offers some the best what still 
gather darkened theaters for.

Once French filmmakers revived world 
cinema with the New Wave. Lately, with 
their turgid historical epics and insipid, 
soon-to-be-Disneyfied comedies, the 
French film industry has seemed need 
revival itself. After viewing three the 
works from the Boston French Film Festi- 
val screening the Museum 
Fine Arts this month, suspect 
that France may restoring its 
past cinematic glory.

ing him that has AIDS. 

What follows descent into the 
demi-monde Benoit indulges all the 
practices faked beat the draft. Jailed 
for traffic violation, falls with 
Arab junkie who serves his 
guide perdition. Also featured 
Chiara Mastroianni, radiant 
daughter, the Beatrice-like beauty 
Benoit falls love with. But the simmer- 
ing heart the film Beauvois himself,

For playwright Gip Hoppe, what

Ian Frazier provides subtle 
laughter with his latest

COYOTE ACME, Ian Frazier. Far- 
rar, Strauss and Giroux, 118 pages, 
$17. 


his nonfiction writing, books like 
Great Plains and Family, lan Fra- 
zier shows off oddball love the 
overlooked, the tangential, the 
ephemeral. His work reminds 
what Neil Young wrote the liner notes 
Decade. Finding himself the middle 
the road, Frazier heads for the ditch; 
it’s bumpier ride, but meets more in- 
teresting people there. The humor pieces 
collected the new Coyote Acme, the 
second such collection Frazier’s (the 
first was 1986’s Dating Your Mom), spring 
from the same fascination with stray bits 
information. 

Among the sources for Coyote Acme 
are Bob Hope’s golf memoirs, Madame Bo- 
vary, Warner Bros. cartoons (hence the 
marvelous title), the Metropolitan Museum 
Art’s label Manet’s The Monet Family 
Their Garden, bank statements, the 
demise The Mary Tyler Moore Show, in- 
surance policies, celebrity interviews, 
and the tag line for the Bridget Fonda pic- 
ture Point Starting from 
things simple bit bad writing 
that’s stuck his head (“Her laughter was 
like brandy firelight”) the simple sort 
mistake any might make were 
speaking without really thinking (Boswell’s 
Life Don Johnson), Frazier crafts loopy, 
parallel-universe reflections his sources. 

the brandy piece, for example, 
runs through brand names various 
brandies, comes with particular fire 
that suits the name, and then imagines 
what sort laugh that conflagration 
would call forth. “Mercier Prestige. Over- 
heated car engine. Ya- 
Boswell piece, the writer introduces him- 
self the star Miami Vice. “Conveying 
him admiration the strongest 
terms, added that had many questions 


the silence that ensued, heart raced 
anticipation another Don Johnson’s 
famed epigrams, when, with look his 
companions table, Don Johnson replied, 
Who this wing nut?’ 

That passage good example 
any Frazier’s method. doesn’t serve 
surreal verbal sight gags, Woody 
Allen did, and neither does for 
S.J. Perelman’s encrusted, rococo lan- 


guage. Frazier burrows his way into the 
voice his subjects with the clarity and 
grace that you might expect from delud- 
person who really believed himself 
the person was imitating. Here’s ex- 
cerpt from Bob Hope’s golf memoirs: 
“Following that layoff, went back East, 
stopping the Bob-O’-Link Golf Club 
Chicago, where I’m nonresident mem- 
ber, have crack the course. got to- 
gether three friends, Dick Snideman, Dick 
Gibson, and Hugh Davis, and teed 
off.” Here’s Frazier doing Hope: was 
touring the Far East the time for Under- 
wood Deviled Ham, group that in- 
cluded Stella Stevens and the late Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s father, Dick Snideman. 
course Burma, which they used call 
Ceylon. [We] were foursome that 
included Pearl Bailey, the humanitarian Al- 
bert Schweitzer, and the chairman the 
American Can Company (now Primerica), 
Mr. William Howard Taft.” 

Not everything here works. For all 
Frazier’s precision language, can 
carelessly vague about his premises 
fault shares with his fellow humorist 
and contemporary Veronica Geng. But 
also has the ability hit unexpected, reso- 
nant notes. “Ask Sherman Strong” retools 
the show The Millionaire 
where each week some deserving, needy 
person would receive million-dollar 
check from kindhearted millionaire 
for the Republican era. The twist that 
Strong, millionaire who fields requests 
for money his advice column, ladles out 
pull-yourself-up-by-your-bootstraps ad- 
vice rather than part with dime. 

The book’s opening piece, “The Last 
Segment,” parody the bleak hope- 
lessness certain strain current 
American fiction. The twist that what 
decimates the character’s lives The Mary 
Tyler Moore Show going off the air. 
What’s touching about the piece the way 
captures the feeling utter befuddle- 
ment that comes when characters whom 
you’ve invested something yourself are 
taken away, like the feeling you get.when 
you read the last Sherlock Holmes story 
the last Lew Archer novel. Frazier’s non- 
fiction characterized sense sim- 
ple decency that’s neither affected nor 
moralistic, and you can detect that same 
lurking the background 
these pieces. Coyote Acme book 
modest pleasures. But writer who pro- 
vides almost continuous laughs without 
superiority nothing sneeze at. Ya-ha- 
ha-ha-ha. 
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The MFA’s Pont-Aven show 


starts the 20th-century revolution

“GAUGUIN AND THE SCHOOL 
PONT-AVEN.” the Museum Fine

exhibits the Museum 
Fine Arts usually mean 
Impressionist 
busters Monet, 

Renoir, you know the drill. Paul Gauguin 
could certainly have been the subject for 
such show. The MFA does have his Tahi- 
tian masterpiece venons-nous? Que 
sommes-nous? allons-nous? And his life 
was unparallelled, from his early days 
Peru careers sailor and stockbro- 
ker and finally artist who began 
Impressionist before discovering Brittany, 
painting with van Gogh 
Arles, then moving the 
South Seas and dying there 
poverty 1903. What 
get with “Gauguin and the 
School Pont-Aven,” 
which through 
September 15, instead 
“just” the Brittany period 
which turns out the be- 
ginning revolution. The 
Pont-Aven painters might 
not have “forever changed 
the history art,” 
Richard Brettell’s foreword 
the exhibit catalogue 
claims, but they certainly 
paved the way for much 
the 20th century, everything 
from Expressionism and Art 
Nouveau Cubism, Ab- 
straction, and even Pop. 

The catalogue invalu- 
able; also reflects the 
muddle that surrounds this 
traveling show (which has 
already been Indianapo- 
lis, Baltimore, Montreal, 
Memphis, San Diego, and 
Portland, Oregon; Boston 
the last stop). number 
key Gauguins are miss- 
ing: Vision After the Ser- 
mon: Jacob Wrestling with 
the Angel; The Yellow 
Christ; The Green Christ: 
Breton Calvary; Christ 
the Garden Olives; The 
Seaweed Gatherers; Nir- 
vana: Portrait Meyer 
Haan; belle Portrait 
Madame Satre. Not mention Emile 
Bernard’s Breton Women Meadow 
and Paul Sérusier’s Pont-Aven Triptych. 

“Gauguin and the School Pont-Aven” 
is, turns out, not all-star exhibit culled 
from the world’s museums the brightest 
and best work done Brittany between 
1886 (when Gauguin first arrived) and 
1895 (when made the final move 
Rather, it’s drawn from the collec- 
tion single individual who has chosen 
remain anonymous (though his identity 
secret, since he’s well known for his 
holdings and even identified page 9), 
bolstered additions from the MFA’s own 
resources, notably Gauguin’s Landscape 
with Two Breton Women and The Young 
Christian Girl and Emile Bernard’s The 
Grandmother. There’s reason for 
the MFA apologize for not having 
blockbuster; what here knockout. All 
the same, the catalogue (which not 
MFA publication but accompanies the 
show) seems designed confuse rather 
than clarify. explanatory preface and per- 
haps section illustrating some the miss- 
ing works (Vision After the Sermon does 
turn page 10) would have put both

Some controversial decisions also beset 
the museum’s presentation “Gauguin 
and the School Pont-Aven.” Curator 
Barbara Stern Shapiro has had the exhib- 
walls painted wheat yellow, seaweed 
red, and midnight blue; the colors are ap- 
propriate the Pont-Aven painters but 
they overwhelm the quieter works. (The 
carved lintels, are treat, re- 
minding that these artists, like William 
Morris and the Pre-Raphaelites, didn’t 
confine themselves oil and canvas.) 
And the organization the show 
puzzlement; despite the vague thread 
chronology, it’s not all clear winy every- 
thing’s where is. 

course, the “School Pont-Aven” 
painters who gathered sporadically the 
Breton south coast, working day and 
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1888, when painted Children 
Wrestling. Here the children, with their 
heavy legs and feet, hark back edge-of- 
the-Renaissance painters like Masaccio; 
and the slashing diagonal, off-center com- 
position, and absence any horizon an- 
nounce his intention leave conventional 
European painting (including Impression- 
ism) behind.

Gauguin, however, was his way 
Arles, for stormy two months painting 
and philosophizing with van Gogh. (Even 
there, Breton figures turned his work 
Women Arles: Mistral, Grape 
Harvest Arles: Human Misery.) When 
returned, 1889, produced most 
his important Breton work, which only 
Young Brittany Girl forerunner Pi- 
Blue Period) and Landscape with 
Two Breton Women appear here. 

But this time Emile Bernard was 
emerging major Pont-Aven artist. Just 
years old 1889, had already pro- 
duced opening salvo, The Buckwheat 
Harvest. Like The Vision After the Sermon 
(which was done the same month, Septem- 
ber 1888), abandons perspective for 
stupendous demonstration red; the fig- 
ures seem almost like ghosts. 1891 
and Gauguin broke off, having quarreled 
over who was credited with the new 
style. The following year proved himself 
major artist his own right, you can 
see from Bretonnerie, Breton Women 
Wall, and Breton Women with Seaweed 
detail from which reproduced the 
cover this section), which have the sim- 
plicity and the intensity stained glass. 
actually dominates this show not be- 
cause he’s greater artist than Gauguin 
but because his work was more available 
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CHRISTMAS NIGHT (BLESSING THE OXEN): even after 


exiled himself the South Seas, Gauguin’s art Brittany. 


then the evening meeting eat, drink, 
and compare notes. Back the fifth cen- 
tury, when the Saxons invaded Britain, 
many British Celts fled their native land 
and settled Brittany. the 19th-century 
they provided French painters with 
close-by exotic alternative: their land was 
rugged (contemporary postcards make 
look like the Aran Islands, off the coast 
Galway), their customs seemed primitive 
(for consideration they would pose 
their traditional costumes), and they con- 
tinued speak their original Celtic lan- 
guage, cousin Welsh and Cornish. 
Best all, for chronically impoverished 
artists, the living was inexpensive. 

It’s easy see what drew Gauguin 
Pont-Aven, and later nearby Pouldu, 
with its magnificent coastline. 1886 
had stamped himself second-rate Im- 
pressionist; were going remem- 
something new. What came with 
was, coincidence not, reflection 
traditional Celtic art: flat, brightly colored, 
lacking Renaissance perspective, and 
tending toward abstraction. The change 
didn’t kick for good till his second Bre- 
ton sojourn, the first three-quarters

Gauguin has the last word. one 
sure when his Christmas Night (Blessing 
the Oxen) was executed possibly 
late 1903, when had moved from 
Tahiti the Marquesas.

new drum-and- 
The latter had been left off previous 
tours, and when kicked only 
minutes into the show, the apprecia- 
tive audience sprang into the aisles 
formally attired ushers fretted 
over the chaos. 

Hearing “Choice” live, its rein- 
carnated rhythmic form, confirms 
Orbital’s unique place the fron- 
tier electronic music. The 1991 
album was their most house-orient- 
effort, but they’ve remained the 
forefront different emerging 
styles. Orbital (1993; all are 
FFRR) was full compelling, inor- 
ganic trance; 1994’s Snivilisation 
broke into neo-jungle territory. The 
slowed drums and bass 
Times Fly made the transition 
Sides and seamless. This 
new work may the brothers’ best 
yet. 

The album opens with “The Girl 
with the Sun Her Head,” track 
(recorded solely solar power, 
natch) that demonstrates the broth- 
ers’ artistic strengths over irre- 
sistibly syncopated groove. One 
these fortes the Hartnolls’ use 
vocal samples, transforming female 
refrain into angelic wisps that float 
into the mix, giving heavenly am- 
biance even the fiercest breakbeat 
cuts. The Hartnolls delight subtle 
manipulations detail. During the 
video-game theme “P.E.T.R.O.L.” 
(from the Sony Playstation game 
Wipeout) cars seem whiz by, but 
these effects never overwhelm the 
play electronic suspense music, 


with its threatening synth chords 
and madcap dance beats. 

The album’s centerpiece and sin- 
gle, “The Box,” builds from quiet, 
eerie gamelan-like riff into harpsi- 
chord theme, hammered dulcimer, 
piano, and finally thunderous con- 
versation, but the incremental build- 
barely noticeable until they 
drop simmering drum-and-bass 
figure into the melodic mayhem. 
Also included Sides are the 
full-length version “Adnan’s,” 
originally part the Help compila- 
tion (London), and the 20-minute- 
plus “Out There Somewhere,” 
which features smooth TR808 
drums and reworking the 
melody from the 1993 hit “Lush 
1.” All the new material, though 
more chill than past work, translates 
well live setting where the Hart-

MARS: ANGRY RED 
PLANET WAVES 


Within two-year span 
Mars played mere shows (none 
outside Manhattan) and made three 
recordings (all out print, not 
full-length among them) and still 
managed become the stuff hip- 
ster myth, still spoken (though 
largely unheard) some years after 
their demise. memorial wall were 
erected tribute proto-chaos, 
art-school-fueled, anti-music stan- 
dardbearers, their names would 
etched deeply its granite. 

Low-key but prominent members 
the no-wave cadre that burned 
through lower NYC the late 
they and their peers Teenage Je- 
sus and the Jerks, DNA, the Contor- 
tions ascended the status 
noisemakers who got right. the 
new discographical 78+ (Atavis- 
tic) proves, developmental coups 
have gone down yet that tarnish 
their stature one bit. 

There’s denying that the sound 
sucks, that completists get short 
shrift; fidelity sinks lower, and 
only their first single (“3E/11,000 
Volts”) its original form. 
source credits are listed, and two 
songs from the original five the 
Mars have been replaced with 


live versions from 1992 French 
import CD, one track out 
four from the New York compila- 
tion (Antilles, 1978; produced 
Brian Eno, which included other 
Wave principals). There’s one other 
song, “Fractions,” from the French 
that unlisted the disc, and 
two other uncredited live tracks 
(“Cat” and “Cairo”). 

Although their confreres may have 
delivered more the rock goods, 
Mars concocted truly gripping 
oeuvre with their aggressive pursuit 
dissonance. wasn’t much 
their aggressive attack their com- 
plete refusal let more than frag- 
ile Velvet Underground tendril an- 
chor them anything but primitive 
musicality. “Fractions,” “The 
Various Stages the Erotic,” and 
“Puerto Rican Ghost,” obsessive 
drum and bass percussion drive 
beat into corner and maul 
bloody. other times they play with 
little more control and self-aware- 
ness. slower numbers, the guitar 
glides and down the neck 
atonal shimmer. And general the 
voices moan and shriek, every bit the 
equal the rest the caterwauling. 


The New York band Live Skull 
would later take these elements, 
neaten them, and ride the concept 
for welter essential discs. 

What makes Mars compelling 
today the simultaneous destruc- 
tive/constructive impulse behind 
these tunes. They’re reactionary 
the marrow, and you get the impres- 
sion that their refusal acknowl- 
edge anything beyond the most rudi- 
mentary melody form ideo- 
logical decision. non-brutish 
their delivery (they’re much less 
assaultive than other Wavers, in- 
cluding early Sonic Youth), the 
sense hot vengeance the grind 
and scrape right the surface. 
the same time, they occupy uni- 
verse all their own. Without ties 
structure, there’s not much the 
way the familiar; congress with 
the moodiness hysterical, 
creeped-out, always dark and de- 
pressive you feel stuck some- 
where million miles away. And the 
possibility the unexpected makes 
that space riveting place be. 

Ultimately, Mars are the actuality 
what clutch writers imagined 
the then-prominent punk army per- 
petrating; within these tracks 
there are more musically assaulting, 
aesthetically interesting moves going 
than armory’s worth Sex 
Pistols. Before this reissue, there was 
crucial piece history gone and 
buried. Here’s your chance hear 
the record straight.

nly such mercenary 
yet xenophobic genre 
country could the most 
nonconformist artists also 

the most conservative. 
Take retro twang king Junior Brown 
singing about how proud that his 
baby listens nothin’ but Ernest Tubb. 
hip country rockers Son Volt pining for the 
soothing sounds rural radio circa 1963. 
Alison Krauss, crossing over from blue- 
grass mainstream country yet striving 
hard stay true her purist roots. Even 
when you admife the artist (as 
Krauss), makes the very idea “alterna- 
tive country” like oxymoron. 

Leave original country outlaw 
Willie Nelson lay out this conundrum 
confusing aspect imaginable. Since 
being dropped Columbia Records 
1993 after two comfy decades, has 
been reprising his vaunted role 
Nashville outsider and working 
any ambitious rebel third his age. Not 
counting several retrospectives and the 
eyebrow-raising tribute album Twisted 
Willie (Justice), there have been three new 
albums with his picture the cover re- 
leased over the past six eight months. 
Late last year cut The Road Goes 
Forever (Liberty) with the Highwaymen, 
his decade-old collaboration with fellow 
diehards Johnny Cash, Kris Kristofferson, 
and Waylon Jennings. Then April, RCA 
released gussied-up, 20th-anniversary 
edition Outlaws, the out-of-print sam- 
pler that first codified the rebel fame 
Willie and Waylon back 1976. And now 
Nelson has just released Spirit, his debut 
Island Records, label that had never 
before signed country artist. 

Not that Spirit exactly country al- 
bum. Self-produced Nelson’s home stu- 
dio with only fiddle, piano, and acoustic 
guitar, this spare, gentle album meanders 
between upscale folk and rustic New Age. 
Nelson has been crossing stylistic bound- 
aries like this since injected late-night 
jazz into country music with the song “Nite 
Life” back 1959, feat that reached its 
epitome the mid with the smash

All the paths Harrell has followed over 
the past years converge Labyrinth. 
Four quintet tracks balance his exquisite 
melodicism with tenor-saxophonist Don 
Braden and the muscular rhythm section 
pianist Kenny Werner, bassist Larry 
Grenadier, and drummer Billy Hart. 
five tracks this core ensemble joined 
all-star horn section that includes Lo- 
vano, reed player Gary Smulyan, and trom- 
bonist Steve Turre, spotlighting Harrell’s 
firm command writing and arranging. 
The writing ranges from free jazz 
Latin jazz, with ballads and one standard 
thrown for good measure. But even the 
more open tunes, like “Cheetah” and Lo- 
vano’s feature, “Sun Cycle,” are tightly 
constructed with melodies that give impro- 
visers plenty unifying material work 
with. The ensemble writing for the larger 
group sleek and transparent. The indi- 
vidual lines “Hot Licks the Side- 
walk” stand out with exceptional clarity, 
intertwining pleasing patterns that cre- 
ate shifting internal harmonies.
